Cotton is cultivated for two 
rea 
sons: 
First, to destroy and 
keep 
down weeds and grass. 
Second, 
to 
make and keep mulch for the purpose 
of conserving moisture. 
It is 
essen­ 
tial that the first cultivation be giv­ 
en before the grass and weeds have 
become too thickly set, otherwise the 
cotton will be stunted and cotton that 
is stunted, does not produce as much 
as it -otherwise would, then too when 
the grass and weeds have secured a 
good start it sometimes requires 
a 
scraper or an off-bar plow to clean 
the cotton and these tools should be 
avoided when possib'c. 
At the pres 
cut time there is apt to be some dan 
ger from cut worms and the

louse or Aphis. 
A thorough culti­ 
vation will encourage the growth 
of 
the young plants and helps to mini­ 
mize the injury done by these 
in­ 
sects.

to 
work the land he had taken. Cortez,

miles 
including

towns 
with all the lands th a t these towns 
owned and all the people th a t lived in 
them — som ething over 
one hundred 
and fifteen thousand men, women and 
children. 
W ith this possession w ent 
all the prerogatives 
of sovereignty, 
control over life and liberty and for­ 
tune, and this estate of Cortes, like 
most of the other large estates 
of 
Mexico, was entailed and persisted as 
a unit up to the beginning
